‘held by a hundred men, somewhat on 
the principle of the blockhouses in 
South Africa, with formidable belts of 
barbed wire around them and a strong 
armament of machine guns and trench 
mortars and provisioned for two days.

In Japan the war has created a grave 
question by the steady rise in the price 
of food and other necessities, causing 
increasing hardships to the masses. 

Although the Siberian situation is se- 
rious, it is not deemed at present to be 
critical, but the indications are that 
Japan will remain in a state of alert- 
ness and preparedness to meet eventu- 
alities. Should intervention be decided 
upon it is understood the powers will 
not raise the question of the necessity 
of joint military action, and that the 
Japanese army alone would be entrust- 
ed with the campaign. The question of 
how the Russian people would view the 
entrance of Japanese forces into Siberia 
forms an important aspect of the pres- 
ent situation.

SKILLED MECHANICS __ 
NEEDED IN SHIPYARDS 


Washington, March 24.—Shipyards 
now are getting their labor through 
the United States employment service 
and up to this time there has been no 
shortage of labor except for skilled 
mechanics, it was announced today. 
Approximately 230,000 men are en- 
gaged in shipbuilding and 150,000 more 
will be needed in the next six months. 

„There is a shortage in all yards 
for men who have actual experience in 
shipbuilding,” the statement of the em- 


ployment service says. “So far as re- 
1 the number of men needed for 
uilding wooden vessels within the 
next month is 4,000; within three 
months 6,000 more: and within 
months, 7,000 more; or a total of 17,- 
000 men for wooden shipbuilding in the 
next six months. 

“Men needed for building steel ves- 
sels within a month fs about 25,000; 
within three months 42,000 more; and 
within six months, 65,000 more; or a 
total of approximately 132,000 men 
needed for steel shipbuilding in the. 
next six months. 

There are At present about 2390,- 
000 shipbuilding employees. Up to this 
time the losses resulting from labor 
turnover has been tremendous.”

Canadian Headquarters in France, 
March 24.—(By Canadian Press.) 
While German and British troops wore 
struggling violently to the south, in 
the opening clash of the spring cam- 
paign, the greatest prcejector gas bom- 
bardment of the war was carriéd out 


by the Canadians Thursday night 
against enemy positions between Lens 
and Hill 70. 

At 11 o’clock a signal rocket was 
sent up. A moment iater more than 
five thousand drums of lethal gas, 
simultaneously released from pro- 
jectors, were hurled into enemy terri- 
tory from the outskirts of Lens to 
Cit-St. Auguste and Bois de Dix Huit. 
From his front lines and strong points 
W winds carried the poisonous 
clouds back upon the enemy’s dugouts, 
supports, reserves and assembly Areas. 
The whole front was lit up by enemy 
flares, which could be seen through the 
heavy mist, while the enemy's gas 
alarm and cries of distress could be 
heard from the hostile trenches. 

Nine minutes alter the Canadian field 
artilery, supported by heavy gpns and 
trench motars, opened up with a slow 
bombardment, increasing in violence 
until 40 minutes later, the enemy posi- 
tions were swept with a short, intensive 
creeping ‘barrage, which flanked his 
forward and rear areas with high ex- 
plosives. 

Caught by the gas without a mo- 
ment’s warning, and caught again as 
they were emerging from their sheltera, 
by gunfire, the Germans’ casualties 


must have been very heavy, for the ef- 


fectiveness of smaller gas operations 
had been emphatically proved by the 
evidence of prisoners, and the bom- 
bardment was three times greater than 
anything of its kind ever attemtped by 
the Canadians: on the western frent, 
and much larger than anything ever 
launched by the Germans.

WHY NOT A MOSS INDUSTRY? 


The suggestion is made to the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce that a brand-new 
infant industry for Georgia might be devel- 
oped to great advantage by turning to com- 
mércial account the sphagnum moss that 
grows in such profusion in the Okefenoke 
swamp. 

The state chamber has taken hold of the 
suggestion and it promises fruitful results. 

There is a constant and extensive de- 
mand for this moss in commerce and manu- 
facturing, nurserymen and florists being 
especially eager for it, and furthermore, that 
there is a demand for it in Europe, where it 
is wanted in the hospitals for use in dress- 
ing wounds. 

The chamber’s correspondent, a promi- 
nent florist, says the last moss he has been 
able to get was grown in Wisconsin, but that 
that supply is practically cut off by reason 


of freight charges and inadequate transpor- 


tation facilities. He says also that the 
Okefenoke moss is of superior quality. He 
would prefer the home product, but cannot 
avail himself of it because it is not on the 
market. 

State Geologist 8. W. McCallie is author- 
ity for the statement that in Okefenoke 
swamp there are hundreds of thousands of 
acres, producing millions upon millions of 
tons of sphagnum moss, and that, owing to 
recent railroad extensions into the swamp 
for lumbering purposes, the gathering of 
the commodity and placing it aboard cars 
for the market would be a eames sated 
simple matter.

DOES INDIGESTION OCCUR?

Green apples are quite as wholesome 
as yellow bananas, if you chew them well; 
in any case they can cause no more than 
slight distress, not cholera morbus. I know, 
because I have tried the experiment in per- 
son and in practice many a time. No matter 
what the grand old doctor books had to say 
on the subject. Those old tomes were fairly 
packed with superstition. 

Gall-sac inflammation and gall-stone dis- 
ease cre notorious causes of pain, gas and 
all the other symptoms that characterize ir- 
regularly recurring spells of so-called “acute 
indigestion.“ 

Angina pectoris, acute inflammation of the 
pancreas, acute perforating appendicitis, per-

patents for the quantity production of the 
dyes have been determined, and the federal 
trade commission has granted twenty-two 
applications of the E. I. duPont de Nemours 
& Co., of Wilmington, Del., for Ncenses un- 
der these patents to manufacture the dyes 
which have been unobtainable since 1914. 
Eight applications made by the National Ani- 
line and Chemical company, of Buffalo, N. V., 
have been granted by the commission also. 
The licenses were not granted until care- 
ful research and investigation by the trading
